he basic scuba course was never 

meant to be an end-all to diver train- 
ing. It was originally intended to be a fast 
and simple way for a person to learn how 
to handle scuba gear safely, and survive 
underwater. All most people want to do is 
learn the basics and try it before investing 
huge sums of money in scuba equip- 
ment, wetsuits and more complete train- 
ing. The “try it before you buy it’ 
philosophy is the reason for the basic 
course. | 

The dive industry is now taking a sec- 
ond look at scuba training here inthe U.S. 
and the analysis of the situation reveals a 
frightening picture. The dropout rate 
among new scuba students is possibly 
higher than ever in the history of diving. 
An estimated 85 to 90 percent of the peo- 
ple who enter diving leave within a year to 
18 months. A recent magazine study re- 
veals that only 37 percent of basic scuba 
class graduates ever enroil in advanced 
diver training programs. It is now sus- 
pected that there is a strong link between 
the dropout problem and the lack of ad- 
vanced diver training. 

Why don't people enroll in advanced 
diver training classes? There are three 
basic reasons which contribute to this 
trend: 1) Too many students are oversold 
on the basic course at the time of enroll- 
ment or during class. They don't realize 
what they are missing in advanced train- 
ing because they have never been told 
about the merits of such programs. 2) 
Many people cannot find an advanced 
diver training course in which to enroll. 
Instructors are so busy conducting basic 
scuba classes they don't have time to 
organize advanced classes. 3) Many

people have a distorted impression of 
what advanced diver training represents. 
They found the basic course to be physi- 
cally abusive and academically boring — 
and suspect the advanced course is 
more of the same, or worse. 

Contrary to popular misconception, 
advanced diver training is not a scuba 
course for supermen. Students are not 
required to do daily calisthenics, nor do 
they train by rappelling down the side of a 
sea Cliff. Advanced diver training is nota 
course in which students are taught how 
to repair regulators or weld underwater; 
there is no instruction in underwater dem- 
olition, bridge inspection or underwater 
pipeline trenching. Advanced diver train- 
ing has no military or commercial diver 
overtones whatsoever — it is simply con- 
tinuation training for effective and enjoy- 
able sport diving. 

In the basic scuba class, there was 
little time for fun as you struggled to mas- 
ter the basic underwater skills and gear 
handling. Things are much different in the 
advanced diver courses for you now 
begin to learn how to put these newfound 
skills to use and what to do with yourself 
in the open-water environment. For the 
first time, you can begin to enjoy diving 
and start to have fun. 

Advanced diver training courses have 
been developed by every instructor as- 
sociation which offers basic training. 
While the course descriptions and certifi- 
cation titles may vary from association to 
association, advanced diver training 
breaks down into three different 
categories: 1) Open-water training and 
certification that is often a direct in-line 
extension of the basic course. In other

words, a person learns much of the 
basics in the classroom and pool ses- 
sions with a minimum number of open- 
water training sessions at the end of the 
basic class. From there, he/she im- 
mediately enrolls in additional open- 
water training sessions which allow 
him/her to qualify for open-water certifi- 
cation. 2) Advanced diver training in- 
volves more than just open-water diving 
sessions. There are classroom lectures 
on advanced diving theory, perhaps 
special assignments, underwater proj- 
ects and a final exam. Advanced diver 
training is really the top-of-the-line in 
diver education, and a graduate from this 
type of course really knows his stuff. Such 
a diver is now fully prepared to handle 
any dive situation with confidence and 
often excels in leadership. 3) Specialty 
courses really are the fun part of ad- 
vanced diver training. These are gener- 
ally short courses involving 12 to 24 hours 
of classroom lecture and two to four 
open-water dives. Such a Course is de- 
voted to one specific interest, Such as: 
wreck diving, underwater photography, 
underwater hunting and collecting, 
cavern diving, or a half-dozen other un- 
dersea activities. This is where you learn 
exactly what to do underwater and how to 
accomplish it successfully. 

With all of this programming available, 
it would seem that people would be flock- 
ing to these advanced courses by the 
thousands. 

For those people who are really serious 
about scuba, advanced diver training is 
the natural path to success and enjoy- 
ment. There is no better way of becoming 
a real pro in the diving game. >»

.. .We are an independent inspection 
agency authorized by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Transportation to perform on-site 
inspections of hydrostatic retest facilities. 
As such, | read with interest your article 
on the salvage of steel scuba cylinders. 
Since this is an area of concern re- 
peatedly surfacing during our discus- 
sions with retest facility personnel, it is 
pleasing to note that someone has discov- 
ered an effective means to salvage. 

We would only like to insert a word of 
caution with respect to a few aspects of 
your salvage process: 

1. Toxicity levels of the stripping/clean- 
ing agents should be verified as neces- 
sary to preclude any harmful reaction. 

2. It should be stressed that cleaning 
by this process is Only Applicable To 
Stee/ Cylinders. 

3. Step 5 and 6 should be reversed to 
avoid the risk of significant wall thickness 
loss without detection in hydrostatic test. 

With the inclusion of these areas of 
concern, we would appreciate using your 
procedure in copy form to be given to 
retest facilities as an alternative to con- 
demnation of a possibly good cylinder.

1. All answers are correct. The for- 
mation and strength of the closed 
cellular structure of a suit affects its 
insulating qualities. Zippers permit water 
exchange and insulate poorly. A proper 
fit is essential to the conservation of body 
heat. Thicker material provides greater 

‘ insulation than thin material. The thick- 
ness of awetsuit is also affected by depth 
(pressure). 


2. B. Body heat is lost to the water in 
the suit, but contained within the suit 
by insulation from the surrounding 
water. Cold is merely a lack of heat. We 
become chilled when water absorbs body 
heat. The water within a suit absorbs heat 
and will continue to do so if replaced by 
cold water from outside the suit. Even the 
warm water trapped within a suit takes 
heat by conduction. The object is to keep 
water exchange to a minimum and to 
insulate against heat loss by conduction. 
The suit material reduces heat loss by 
insulating the diver and the water warmed 
within the suit, by means of closed cells 
containing inert gas. 


3. C. Head. Blood is shunted from body 
extremities to reduce heat loss — except 
for the head. The brain must receive con- 
stant blood flow, but the head is poorly 
insulated. In cold water, as much as half 
of the body’s heat loss can take place 
through the head. Insulation of the head is 
very important when protecting the body 
against heat loss. 


4. D, A, B, C. With the premise in mind 
that the head and torso are most im- 
portant to insulate, you can see that 
increasing the thickness of the insulating 
material in these areas provides the 
greatest protection against heat loss. 
Reducing water circulation through 
proper fit, the minimum number of zip- 
pers, and overlapping layers of insulation 
are just as important as the thickness of 
the insulation. 


5. C. Snugly except at the neck. Pres- 
sure on the carotid sinus located in the 
neck results in a slowing of the heart rate. 
When body oxygen demands increase 
due to exertion and cold, the slowed heart 
rate may not provide sufficient oxygen to 
the brain and unconsciousness Can re- 
sult. The ideal wetsuit would fit exactly, 
not being tight, but allowing no space for 
water to flow freely within it. 


6. A, B, C, and E. Positive buoyancy 
results when an object displaces an 
amount of water weighing more than the 
object itself. As the volume of the object 
decreases, so does its buoyancy. Wet- 
suits are buoyant and thick wetsuits are 
more buoyant than thin ones. Wetsuit 
material is compressed by pressure at 
depth, resulting in less buoyancy. An old, 
well-used wetsuit has less buoyancy than 
anew one because the closed cells in the 
neoprene rupture or collapse with use and 
age. 


7. B. Will still keep a diver partially 
warm. Of course, the degree to which 
protection would be provided is depend- 
ent upon the location and extent of the 
tear, but an advantage of a wetsuit is that 
a leak isn't critical. The buoyancy of the 
suit is unaffected by the tear, which can be 
repaired easily with readily available 
cement. 


8. A, B, andE. As pressure increases on 
the closed cellular structure of neoprene, 
its volume is decreased. This results in 
reduced insulation, extremity circumfer- 
ence, and buoyancy. Proper weighting at 
the surface and buoyancy compensation 
at depth are important when diving with a 
wetsuit. Straps with elasticity for gauges 
and accessories are helpful in offsetting 
the effects of Suit compression. } 


9. A, B, C, and E. A wetsuit insulates the 
body against excessive heat loss. On a 
hot day out of the water, a suit may pre- 
vent adequate cooling of the body and 
heat exhaustion or even heat stroke can 
occur. Avoid overheating in a wetsuit. Fre- 
quent dips into the water are recom- 
mended during pre-dive delays. Hypo- 
thermia (severe loss of body heat) is pos- 
sible when the protection provided by the 
suit is insufficient. See answer number 
five regarding carotid sinus reflex. © 


10. B. Stored in a cool, dry place. Ex- 
tended exposure to sunlight is not recom- 
‘mended for wetsuits. Suits folded for long 
periods of time develop creases due to 
cellular collapse. These creases weaken 
the material and provide less insulation. 
Unless a suit is dried thoroughly before 
storing, mildew can develop. Always rinse 
wetsuits in clean, fresh water, and give 
special attention to any zippers.

how unfortunate it is that you are not ina 
position to list all known such disrepu- 
table operators on the pages of your 
magazine. These scuba gypsies are not 
only a problem for those divers visiting 
their operations, but also are a source of 
considerable concern for those of us in 
the dive travel industry who constantly 
Strive to maintain the very highest stand- 
ards possible. 

The point of this letter to you, however, 
is to bring to light'the other side of the coin 
— the rip-offs that reputable operators 
have to live with. How often it is that my 
staff and | strive to provide the best dive 
vacation to our clients only to have certain 
people leave at the end of the week with- 
out settling their bills. Not only do some 
not settle bills, but they also omit to return 
rental equipment... 

This year, to date, | have had 15 people 
run out on their bills, totaling an excess of 
$2,200 and have had stolen (i.e. not re- 
turned) regulators with pressure gauges; 
depth gauges; BC's; and weightbelts 
with weights. This causes us considera- 
bly increased expenses making it more 
difficult for us to maintain reasonable 
prices. 

These people come from all over the 
U.S.A., making legal retribution on the 
part of the dive operator impossible. How 
sad it is that the names/addresses of 
these persons cannot be listed in the 
pages of your magazine so that other 
operators may be warned. It is my honest 
Opinion that these people make a habit of 
Stealing free vacations whenever they 
travel. 

It is due to such dishonesty and lack of 
decency of afew that dive operators have 
to enforce certain rigid policies for not 
accepting personal checks or credit 
cards, requiring deposits on equipment, 
early check out, etc., to protect them- 
selves, but which cause considerable in- 
convenience to those valued clients who 
would never dream of such conduct. 

To all our valued clients, we apologize 
for any inconvenience caused you and 
will look forward to doing our best to make 
up for such when you visit our facility next.

had recovered its ability to fight infection. 
How diving mitigates your arthritic mis- 
eries is harder to explain. The analgesic 
effect of nitrogen would help, though it 
amounts to much only near the sport 
depth limit. Maybe oxygen helps a little; 
people claim feelings of well being after 
breathing pure oxygen on the surface 
(equivalent to 132 feet). Perhaps 
weightlessness, taking strain off postural 
muscles and improving circulation, has 
something to do with it. We suspect most 
important is the psychological benefit, 
washing away anxiety and relaxing ten- 
sion. Many folks find diving a renewing 
experience. It's more effective than the 
tablets touted on TV and is alot more fun. 
Nitrogen narcosis is felt only at depth 
and is gone when a diver surfaces, so 
stop worrying — your continued relief 
does not imply retained nitrogen. 
Question: A diver in Prattville, 


| Alabama is breast feeding her new 


daughter. If she dives, would increased 
nitrogen levels in her blood affect lacta- 
tion? 

Answer: There's no reason to think so. 
But don't get bent. Bubbles clog the cir- 
culation and can cause shock. That will 
affect lactation. 

Question: Darryl Jensen of Hudson 
Bay, Saskatchewan was puzzled by the 
behavior of his ears on a recent dive. 
They refused to clear at ten feet and hurt 
throughout the dive, then popped as he 
surfaced. That seemed odd. Further- 
more, discomfort persisted; the doctor 
found that his eardrums were pushed in- 
ward. 

Answer: By diving physics, when the 
eustachian tubes don’t work, the pres- 
Sure difference that builds up between 
the middle ears and ambient water upon 
descent would disappear upon ascent 
and no popping would be expected. It’s 
possible that some compressed air did 
enter your middle ears at depth, and the 
popping was the sound of its escape. 
Your doctor's finding casts doubt on that 
explanation, so we'll suggest another. 

Before the dive your eustachian tubes 
were marginally functional, and they 
happened to remain closed during de- 
scent. When the pressure differential gets 
big enough (ten feet is more than 
enough), the tubes seal completely. Dur- 
ing the dive, middle ear air is gradually 
absorbed into the bloodstream, so your 
middle ear pressure may have dropped 
in absolute as well as relative terms. 
When you surfaced, it would have been 
less than the ambient one atmosphere, 
but close enough to allow the locked eu- 
stachian tubes to relax and let some air in 
(the popping). 

Probably the squeeze irritated the eu-

making tube function worse than pre-dive. 
That would explain the pushed in drums. 

Question: Les Hoelscher of Burlington, 
lowa loves diving.even in muddy ponds, 
but is driven to distraction by a rash that 
develops every time he dons.a wetsuit. It 
lasts several miserable days. 

Answer: Sounds like a sensitivity reac- 
tion to what you wear. To be sure it’s not 
the nylon lining, try a wetsuit that has 
none. If this makes no difference, 
chances are it’s the neoprene or some- 
thing in it. You might try neoprene man- 
ufactured by different suppliers, eg. gas 
vs. Chemical blown. It needn't be a full 
suit — just a piece of the material 
Strapped to your abdomen for awhile. If 
nothing helps and you're determined to 
continue cold water diving, get a Viking 
or other loose fitting drysuit and wear 
clothing or long underwear under it. 


INTRA-OCULAR LENS WARNING 

Ophthalmologists are always coming 
up with new ways to improve vision. One 
that’s being used lately for cataracts, is to 
remove the defective natural lens and re- 
place it with an artificial lens mounted in the 
same position inside the eye. Our 
November ’80 column opined that this op- 
eration would not prevent safe diving, since 
changes in ambient pressure would not 
alter pressure relationships within the eye. 
Reader Benjamin Rubin of Hempstead, 
New York points out that there are several 
methods of fixing an intra-ocular lens in 
place. If the lens is supported only by iris 
loops, it is unwise to assume a face down 
posture in poor light — something divers 
often do. In the dark the pupil opens widely, 
and the lens could drop through it into the 
anterior chamber of the eye. A diver con- 
sidering such an operation should discuss 
this point with his doctor. =»

Its a California Island 


with wrecks, coral, cliffs, caves, kelp and marine life 
By Alan Heller | 








O: a clear day you can see it from high vantage points 
around the Los Angeles basin. From some angles it ap- 
pears as an extension of the closer and better known Santa 
Catalina. But, as one looks more closely, its distance and 
singular outline clearly distinguish it as the southernmost of the 
eight Channel Islands — San Clemente. Forty-three miles from 
the mainland, it is approximately 18 miles long and four miles 
wide. 

First discovered in 1542 by Spanish explorer, Juan Rodri- 
guez Cabrillo, the island has undergone several changes over 
the intervening years. Since 1848 it has been owned by the 
Federal government and administered by the Department of 
the Navy. An airstrip lies at the western end and a few buildings 
can be found on other parts of the island. Landing on it is 
prohibited. However, the surrounding waters are open to 
scuba diving and afford some of the most beautiful and in- 


teresting diving to be found anywhere in the Channel Islands. 
There are wrecks to explore, purple coral beds, underwater 
cliffs and caves, and vast kelp forests with a myriad of fish life. 

To reach the island you must have access to a private boat or 
make reservations on one of the many Los Angeles or San 
Diego dive charter boats that frequent the area. Their captains 
know the island well and can ensure a memorable dive adven- 
ture. 

The following are some of the dive spots that stand out in this 
diver’s mind: 


PYRAMID HEAD 

Combining scenic beauty topside and great diving, Pyramid 
Head is undoubtedly one of Clemente’s best dive spots. Look- 
ing north and westward along the lee side, one is struck by the 
impressive cliff face rising high above the deep blue water. 
West along the Head itself, basaltic rock formations mark the 
water's edge before they slip beneath the surface. Underwater 
the scene continues, with the basaltic rock terminating in 30 
foot drop-offs to the white sand below. These sandy areas form 
large alcoves or mini-bays underwater. Small caves can be 
found at the back of these and here spiny lobster and swell 
sharks make their homes. A good underwater light is neces- 
sary to penetrate the darkness. 

Along the cliff itself, strawberry anemones (Corynactis) car- 
pet the ledges and sponges dot the crevices. Looking up, one 
can see the kelp forest, at the top of the underwater bluff,

Tips on training to be a 
photographic protege

ust because you're not an U/W pho- 

tographer doesn't mean you have to 
be left out. Two people — a photographer 
and an assistant — can often take a bet- 
ter picture than a photographer working 
alone. Why do you suppose that we use 
both of our names in all of our photo cred- 
its? Regardless of who actually triggers 
the shutter, we work as a team to get our 
pictures. And in this article, we wish to 
share our. teamwork techniques with you. 
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The ability to communicate unde 


HELPING WITH EQUIPMENT 

Helping with the camera equipment is 
an important job that doesn't even require 
dive skills. A pair of dry hands able to 
change film or batteries aboard a boat 
is invaluable! Simply knowing how to 
pick up a complicated camera/strobe 
system, how to hand it to the photog- 
rapher, and how to take it back again 
are all important skills. Believe us, 
we've seen a lot of camera equipment 
damaged by untrained people who tried 
to be helpful. Ask the photographer to 
demonstrate exactly how he/she wants 
you to handle the equipment. | 

Scan through the owner's manuals fo 
the equipment, but don't get hung up with 
numbers and specifications. Look for 
practical information such as how to 
change film or batteries and how to main- 
tain the equipment. With a set of exten- 
sion tubes (the photographer will tell you 
what these are), for example, learn which 
framers go with which tubes. If these are 
not marked, you might code them with 
colored tape. You don't have to be a 
mechanic or camera repairperson; just 
concentrate on one item at a time and 
learn slowly and carefully. 


TIME AND DEPTH RECORDS 

Another important job that doesnt re- 
‘quire dive skills is keeping an accurate 
record of the photographer's bottom 
times and surface intervals. With some 
basic instruction, you can also learn to 
read the tables for no decompression 
and repetitive diving. Keeping a record of 
time, depth and the photographer's 
placement on the tables is important for 
diver safety. If you arent a certified diver, 
we suggest that you double check the 
photographer's own calculations to re- 
duce the possibility of an error.

FINDING SUBJECTS 

lf you're a diver, learn to be a spotter — 
you find the subjects and your partner 
photographs them. Begin by purchasing 
a non-technical book about the marine 
life in the area you dive. The photog- 
rapher and/or local dive shop should be 
able to recommend one for you. 

Find out ahead of time what size sub- 
jects the photographer wants, and limit 
your search to these. If you draw the 
photographer's attention to subjects that 
are too large or too small, your spotting is 
a hindrance rather than a help. 

Once you find a good subject, the 
photographer may spend several. min- 
utes photographing it with different 
camera and lighting angles. Watch how 
he/she holds the strobe light — learning 
about lighting angles will make you more 
useful later. 

A word of caution: Don’t distract the 
ohotographer until he/she is finished with 
the subject. If you do interrupt to point out 
a new subject, be darn certain that it is 
more important than the one on which the 
photographer is working. In matters of 
dive safety, however, get the 
photographer's attention immediately. 


BODY CONTROL 

Body control is extremely important 
because just one kick of your fins could 
stir up enough sediment to ruin the 
photographer's picture. Make neutral 
buoyancy your goal: When you inhale, 
you should start to rise; and when you 
exhale, you should start to sink. 

Resist the temptation to swim ahead of 
the photographer — kicking with all your 
might — if you see something interesting. 
Rather, stay to the photographer's side 
and slightly behind, so he/she can locate 
you with only a slight turn of the head. If 


you do inadvertently get in front of the 
camera, don't freeze or frantically try to fin 
away. Relax, don’t look at the camera. 
and move out of the scene slowly without 
Stirring up the bottom. 


WORKING WITH BAIT 

If you can lure fish and other creatures 
to pose in front of the photographer's 
camera, you've got it made. Here’s an 
example of how it’s done: The photog- 
rapher aims the camera at a pre- 
selected background, such as a group of 
yellow tube sponges, sets the camera 
controls and positions the strobe. You 
use small pieces of bait to lure the fish 
over to the sponges. And once the fish is 
in position, the photographer gets the 
picture. 

Learning to use bait may take practice. 
At a resort, ask the divemaster for advice. 
Tell him/her that you want something 
small, that won't dominate the picture. 
Bread tends to cloud the water, and left- 
over scraps of bacon or sausage coat 
your fingers with grease. A chicken leg- 
bone, however, has possibilities. Wipe 
the lower end of the bone clean and use it 
as a handle. The fish can go after the 
scraps at the other end, and you can pull 
the bait out of the way just before the 
photographer triggers the shutter. 

Small pieces of fish, or lobster scraps.,. 
may also be available. Try using tiny 
pieces (about the size of a small pea) 
which you store in a plastic film canister. 
Fill the excess space in the canister with 
water after stuffing it with bait. This pre- 
vents the canister from floating away, and 
the bait won't all woosh out when you 
remove the lid underwater. 


HANDLING SMALL CREATURES 

You can use the tip of a snorkel or 
another thin, flexible aid to coax crea- 
tures from beneath ledges — but under 
no circumstances do we recommend 
using a knife or other tool that could harm 
the creature. Even with the snorkel tip, 
you dont push — you invade the 
creature's space so it retreats in the di- 
rection you want it to go. Remember: 
Coax the creatures out, don’t pry them. 
Not only is this easier on the creature, but 
if legs and antenna are missing or man- 
gled, the picture will be distressing to view. 
some dive guides can give excellent ad- 
vice and help find and handle creatures. 
However, if the guide breaks urchins at 
an established dive site, we find it difficult 
to believe he/she really cares about deli- 
cate sealife. Lastly, if youmove acreature 
to pose it for a picture, return it to its exact 
Original location. Any deviation could re- 
sult in death or injury for your tiny model. 
We often use a spare snorkel to mark the 
site.

wide-angle lens (ask him/her about this), 
it might be easiest to start as a back- 
ground diver in U/W scenics. And for 
closer pictures, when you are the primary 
Subject, try to be doing something. You 
can be feeding fish or simply looking at 
marine life. The main thing is to not stare 
at the camera. 

To improve your modeling abilities, 
look back through your past issues of 
SDM and see what poses the models 
used. See how they aligned their bodies 
with coral or rock formations, kelp stalks, 
or sunken wreckage. See how they in- 
teracted with the undersea life. Select 
those poses that you liked, and which you 
could do, and copy them. Yes, copy 
them! You can be innovative later, after 
you've had some experience. 

Knowing where you should be in the 
picture, and what you should be doing, is 
vital to your Success as a model. Four 
basic methods we use when Cathy is pos- 
ing for Jim are as follows: 

1. Jim usually draws stick figure 
sketches which we discuss before enter- 
ing the water. This works best when you 
are familiar with the U/W terrain. 

2. For wide-angle scenic shots, Cathy 
looks through the viewfinder at the back- 
ground Jim has selected. This gives hera 
feeling for the scene, and she can pose 
more realistically. 

3. For position in wide-angle pictures, 
Cathy watches her reflection in Jim’s 
dome port and his hand signals during 
the setup; being careful to look away as 
the shot is taken. 

4. Closer, we use both hand signals 
and notes written on a slate. 


U/W COMMUNICATION 

Hand signals must be specific. If the 
photographer wants your fins to be 
higher in the picture, for example, he/she 
can touch his/her own fins and then point 
upward. The message being: fins higher. 
The exact body angle can be indicated 
by the slant of the photographer's 
forearm. Pointing at the model's fins, and 





then upward, sounds simpler; however, 
the model doesn’t always know what the 
ohotographer is pointing at — fins, ocean 
bottom or something in the background. 
A slate can be used two ways: Begin by 
writing a standard set of questions and 
responses on one side ahead of time. 
Oe ae Underwater, you can simply point to the 
CITY prewritten message. You can use the 
other side for additional information. 
Before long, you'll find that the most 
frequently used messages will be sent 
with the eyes, body language and ab- 
breviated hand signals. The more elabo- 
rate hand signals and slate will be used 
for the least common and more complex 
messages.

Attractive dive gear helps produce at- 
tractive pictures. Blue and yellow equip- 
ment photographs well with either strobe 
or sunlight, but red usually needs strobe 
lighting to bring out its richness. Again, 
look through your past issues of SDM to 
see which equipment and colors are 
most pleasing to you. 

You needn't spend a fortune on exotic 
equipment — simplicity is often best. Be 
sure, however, to wear the safety equip- 
ment that is appropriate for the area In 
which you will be diving. Be sure that all 
straps are adjusted properly and the 
loose ends are tucked in. 


HELPING WITH LIGHTING 

Lighting is an area where you Can really 
shine. If you can hold a strobe, you've 
freed one of the photographer's hands for 
bracing on the bottom or camera han-

dling. Yes, strobes can be mounted on aa- 
justable arms, but the movement is li- 
mited. If the photographer can simply 
reach out and aim the strobe — the one 
you are holding — his/her job will be 
much easier. 

When taking close-ups with a Nikonos, 
for example, the photographer may pre- 
fer atwo-hand grip to steady the camera. 
This is especially true if the camera must 
be held motionless for several minutes 
while the photographer waits for a hermit 
crab to emerge from its shell, or for a 
featherduster to blossom. If you can hold 
the strobe, youve become an important 
part of the team. And, as you begin to 
develop a feeling for lighting angles and 
Strobe-to-subject distances, you'll find 
that you are actually enjoying underwater 
photography. 

If the photographer uses two strobes,

divers, and other factors have led to the 
wide variety of wetsuits.on the market. 
What it all boils down to is this: Today it is 
possible to choose a wetsuit that 
matches your specific personal needs: 
There is a catch, however. At present 
there are more suits with more options 


than ever before. Every year progressive 


manufacturers refine their product line. In 
most cases the alterations are only slight, 
but in others, the changes could more 
correctly be called overhauls. The pur-

about full-body wetsuits so you can buy 
the one or ones that best suit your needs. 

We'll start by reviewing the theories 
about how wetsuits work and why we 
need them. Then we'll take a look at how 


the various models are made. With a 


basic knowledge of the concepts and 
terminology in hand, we'll get to the most 
important part. That is, selecting the suit 
that is best for you. Helpful hints about 
care and maintenance will wrap things up 


‘and by then you will be well aware that 


there is a lot more to wetsuits than just — 
small, medium or large. ce 


PURPOSE OF A WETSUIT 

A well made, properly fitting wetsuit 
can greatly extend the length of time you 
can enjoy the aquatic world. Notice | said 
enjoy, not endure. The right suit will easily 
make that kind of difference, keeping you 
warm while leaving you free to have fun. 
A wetsuit keeps you warm by allowing a 
thin layer of water to enter the space be- 
tween your body and theesuit. Body heat 
warms this water layer and the water, in ~

turn, helps keep the diver warm (if this 
- water doesn't constantly flow in and out 
of the wetsuit). Wetsuits serve as an in- 
-sulator, preventing the body from losing 
heat. ene 

'Why is it so much more difficult to stay 
comfortably warm in water than on land? 
The answer is simple: Water absorbs 
body heat about 25 times faster than air. 


U.S. Navy tests conclude that a water . 


temperature of 91°F is necessary to allow 


humans at rest to maintain a stable body © 
temperature. In 75°F water, most divers 


will begin to chill significantly in just over 
an hour. In 40°F water, people without. 
wetsuits have died in less than one hour. 
Aside from warmth, today's sport div- 
ers have other needs wetsuits fill. Wet- 
suits not only help maintain the body's 
thermal balance but will also serve as a 





shield against cuts, scrapes, stinging or- 
ganisms, and as acushion for straps and 
backpack. 


SUIT CONSTRUCTION 

Wetsuits are made from several types 
of rubber. Most are closed cell, foam 
neoprene, either gas or chemically 
blown. This is a flexible material: with 
thousands of small gas-filled bubbles 
that provide insulation. Until recently, al- 
most everyone agreed that gas blown 
neoprene was superior to chemically 
blown. In this process nitrogen gas is 
forced, under pressure, into natural rub- 
ber. The resulting product. was much 
more supple and had a better memory 
then chemically made. foam. Supple 
means easily pliable, not extremely soft. 


Overly soft rubber will compress so

much, even in shallow water, that the suit 
loses its ability to insulate. Rubber with a 
good memory will compress slightly at 
depth, but will return to its original thick- 
ness at the surface. 

Chemically blown neoprene is created 
by heating chunks of solid chemicals ina 
vat full of natural rubber. When the chem- 
icals melt, gases are formed which create 
the closed cells in the neoprene. There 
used to be little question that chemically 
blown rubber was more brittle and there- 
fore inferior to gas blown. But chemically 
blown was also less expensive. Recent 
technological advances, however, have 
greatly increased the quality of chemi- 
cally blown neoprene. Today, many — 
manufacturers use some type of chemi- 
cally blown rubber in their wetsuit lines. It 
often takes an expert to detect the differ- 
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Fathom, Y241 


“ence between good quality gas blown 
and good quality chemically blown rub- 
ber. 

Although neoprene rubber is an excel- 
lent insulator, it is not very durable. In 
order to increase the durability of their 
wetsuits, all manufacturers back the rub- 
ber with a layer of nylon, Lycra, Spandex 
or a similar material. lf the rubber is 
backed on only one side the material is 
referred to as nylon 1, Lycra 1, or skin 
one-side. Skin refers to the non-backed 
neoprene side. If material is backed or 
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laminated on both sides, the suit is said to 
be nylon 2, Lycra 2, or nylon/Lycra which 
means nylon on one side and Lycra on 


the other. At present, most wetsuits have 


at least one side laminated for protection. 
Nylon 1 suits are generally worn with the 
nylon on the outside and the skin inside. 
This provides durability where it is 
needed most. 

When trying to compare nylon to Lycra 
you should know that Lycra stretches 
equally in all directions. Nylon stretches 
much better with the grain than across It. 
lf the suit you are considering uses a 
nylon backing, figure out which way the 


“suit stretches most easily. A gentle pull 


should tell you. Breathing is easier if the 
nylon stretches around your chest rather 
than up and down. The same is true for 
the muscles in your legs. Nylon that

stretches around your legs will allow the 
leg muscles to expand and contract as 
you kick. Beavertails, however, will be 
easier to fasten if they stretch lengthwise. 
Aligning the nylon in such a manner is 
more expensive, and if offered it is a fea- 
ture well worth paying for. 

In addition to nylon and Lycra, a new 
plush nylon with. four way stretch has 
come onto the scene. Many instructors 
claim that plush lined suits are easier to 
put on and take off. Because of its ten- 
dency to snag, plush material is used 
only on the inside of a suit. - ! 

Another factor that should be consi- . 
dered is the color of the laminated layer. 
Different colors mean different thicknes- 
ses of the weave in the backing. The 


‘thicker the weave of the nylon or Lycra, 


the less flexible your suit will be. Black is 
the most flexible. Also, suits with black 
linings tend to last longer than suits of 
other colors. After black, blue is next in 
terms of flexibility. Red and orange are 


- the least flexible. If color is important to 


you, as it is to many divers, you might not 
notice the difference in stretch. But peo-

ple with small arms, wrists, and ankles 
often find that trying to pull on a one- 
quarter inch nylon 2, all red suit is more of 
a chore than they care to take on. Even 
some bigger people object. Women and 
small men take heed! In addition, people 
whose weight fluctuates considerably 


- should consider the advantage of nylon 1 
suits. While no wetsuit stretches’ too 


much, it is true that nylon 1 suits will ac- 
commodate greater weight fluctuations 


than will nylon 2. 


HARDWARE 
You might be a little surprised to see a 


_ subheading entitled hardware, but al- 


most every wetsuit made utilizes at least 
one zipper, and many models offer wrist 
zippers, ankle zippers and twist locks as 
well. There are more to zippers than

where they are placed and how many are 
needed. Wetsuit zippers are made out of 


at least four different materials: 
aluminum, brass, nickel/silver (a plated 
brass), and several types of plastic. Most 
manufacturers use plated brass or the 


‘new plastic styles in their top-of-the-line 
suits. While these zippers are a little more 


expensive than other models, they often 
hold wp better under arduous conditions. 


Well made plated brass zippers do not — 


rust: the plating is highly resistant to cor- 


_ rosion. As with all metal zippers, it is a 


good idea to lubricate those of plated 
brass with silicone spray at least every 
half dozen dives. 

The least expensive wetsuit zippers 
are-made of aluminum, and while money 
might be saved at the date of purchase, 
you should be aware that aluminum will

Plastic zippers are usually referred to 
by the names YKK, Vision, or Delrin. YKK 
is the name of the company that manufac- 
tures Delrin zippers. These zippers have 
teeth made from a light, but durable plas- 
tic, not nylon as is commonly believed. 
Plastic does not absorb water, thus the 
teeth of these zippers do not swell in the 
water. The zipper slide is often made from 
a non-corrosive plated metal. Some 
manufacturers claim that plastic zippers 
will last the lifetime of your suit with - 
reasonable care. Metal zippers can last 
the lifetime as well, but they will require 


‘more maintenance. 


Wrist and ankle zippers have both ad-

vantages and disadvantages. They make 
your suit easier to put on and take off. This 
is especially true if you have large hands 
and comparatively small wrists and large 
feet and rather small ankles. The thicker 
your wetsuit, the more important ankle 
and wrist zippers become. However, 
your suit will be more expensive and 
need more maintenance. Also, all zippers 
will leak through the teeth, which is why 
they are backed with a neoprene flap. 
The thicker and wider the flap, the less 
‘the leakage will be noticed. 

Twist locks are used on the beavertail

of the jacket on many two piece wetsuits. 
As a rule, twist locks are made of plated 


metal. Easy-to-use velcro closures re- — 
‘place twist locks on some suits. 


SEAMS 

While consumers often tend to pay 
more attention to the cut or color of a 
wetsuit, many instructors will tell you that 
the, ‘quality of a wetsuit centers around 
the integrity of the seams.” Some of them 
have probably suffered through the frus- 
tration of having their suits self-destruct 
during a dive, owing to poor seam con- 
struction. | 

Factors to be considered when exa- 
mining seams are: how they are glued 
and sewn; whether they are straight or 
curved; how many there are; and how 
they come together. Unlike drysuit seams 


which are sometimes only glued together

or partially sewn, a superior bond in a 
wetsuit seam is both glued and sewn. The 
strongest seams are double or triple- 
primed, which means that the edges 
were coated with either two or three 
layers of glue before joining, resulting ina 
superior bond. iv | 

Considerable durability is added when 
the seam is sewn as well as glued. Inter- 
locking stitches provide a stronger seam 
than zig-zag but zig-zag stitches are less 
expensive. An important extra is a 
welded or bar-tacked seam — _ this 
means that the thread at the end of the 
seam is glued and sewn into place. The 
weld will discourage the end of the seam 
from starting to run. . 


Even if a coat of glue is placed over the 


stitches, in time the seam of a wetsuit will 
leak. This is owing to the pinhole open- 
ings in the neoprene caused by the com- 
bination of the needle and the pulling and 
Stretching of the thread during normal 


use. Seams will leak considerably less if. 


the ‘stitching penetrates only part way 
through the neoprene. Less leakage 
means you will stay warmer! : 
Stitches are used to bond the neo- 
prene laminate of one panel to the backing

+ of an adjacent panel. Sewing into the 


rubber itself does little to create a perma- 
nent bond because the neoprene tears 


‘So easily. A seam that is sewn partially 


through on both the inside and outside of 
the suit will be at least as strong as a 
seam that is sewn all the way through and 
it will definitely not leak as much, 


Curved seams, as.a rule, will hold up © 


longer. than straight seams. For 
mathematical. reasons, the curve in a 
seam will tend to isolate the stress in the 
area where it is caused rather than trans- 
ferring it throughout the seam. This isola- 
tion prevents stress from being passed to 
areas where a number of seams join. In 
areas such as the crotch, where a 
number of seams come together, this can 
be an important consideration. Suits with 
a straight seam or a diamond crotch can 


be as effective as those with curved

seams, especially if additional stitching is 
used or the seam is slightly lengthened. 
The number of seams a suit has is 
another important consideration. Every 
time you add a panel to a wetsuit you 
must also add at least one seam. More 
panels can mean more colors and added 
flair but they also mean more mainte- 
nance and less flexibility. It should be 
noted that in one-eighth inch thick suits 
the lack of flexibility is not usually noticed 
as much as in one-quarter inch suits. 


ACCESSORIES 
_ The category of wetsuit accessories is 
almost endless. A discussion about these 
can get rather tricky because something 
that is an accessory on some suits might 
be standard on others. Knee pads are a 
case in point. To most divers, knee pads 
are well worth having and some manufac-

turers consider them a-standard item. As 
with the various optional pockets and 
pads, knee pads are most easily added 
to a suit with nylon or Lycra on the out- 
side. This is because it is only possible to 
sew the nylon (Lycra) of. an accessory to 
the laminate of the suit. While the list of 
potential options is quite long, it should 
be noted that most divers find at least one 
pocket, knee pads, and a knife sheath to 
be rather useful. . 

A spine pad is another option that 


- should be considered especially if you 


dive in cold water. This is a strip of neo- 
prene that goes on the inside of your suit to 
fill the spinal groove in your back. It helps 
prevent chafing from a backpack and 
also prevents a cold water exchange in 


_ this part of your suit everytime you exhale 


or twist your body. Spine pads are 
lifesavers for some divers while others

CHOOSING A SUIT 

Certainly this is the most important sec- 
tion of this article. There are a number of 
factors you need to coordinate when you 
try to determine which suit is best for you. © 
_. As with accessories, at first glance 
there appears to be an almost endless 
variety of wetsuits. Some are one piece, 
others two or more. Some have waist high 
pants. Others, called farmer johns, are 
vested like overalls giving protection to 
your torso as well as your legs.

women. And while most manufacturers’ 


give their suits names, others prefer to 
stick to catalog numbers. The number of 
manufacturers involved, the variations in 
their products, and the terminology can 
combine to make the process of selection 
rather intimidating. A little closer look will, 
however, reveal that while the fine points 
may vary greatly, there are only a few 
Significant differences in the major cuts. 
While there are a number of shortie suits 
available for diving as well as for sports 
such as surfing and water skiing, the 


-scope of this article deals only with full 


wetsuits intended for scuba diving. 

Two piece farmer john style suits un- 
doubtedly provide more thermal protec- 
tion than either a two piece waist high cut 
or. a one piece full body. That assumes 
the suits are of the same-thickness and fit

equally well. If you do aot of diving in 
water below 70°F; stay underwater com- 
paratively long; make a lot of dives; and 
consider being warm a high priority, then - 
a farmer john cut is well worth consider- 
ing. If staying warm is not a major con- 
cern, but additional comfort is, then con- 
sider the two piece, waist high models. 
One piece suits are often preferred by 
divers who dive in tropical areas and by 
heavier divers. One piece suits are the 
easiest to doff and don as well as to pack. 

Navy tests conclude that divers who 
are heavyset or stocky will remain sig- 
nificantly warmer for longer periods than 
will divers with slighter builds. Matching 
your suit selection to your build is a factor 
that should not be overlooked! Just be- 
cause a friend who dives in the same 
water you dive in is happy with his or her 
suit does not mean that it is the right.one 
for you. 

Obviously, water temperature is an im- 
portant consideration. The colder the 
water, the thicker your wetsuit should be 
and the better your suit needs to fit if you 
expect to stay warm. Most wetsuits made 
in one-eighth, three- 
sixteenths and one-quarter inch thick-

nesses. Some manufacturers, generally 
those who are using imported neoprene, 
provide thickness measurements in the 
metric scale. Divers in tropical areas 
generally find one-eighth inch suits ideal 
for their needs. In areas where water 
temperature is near 70°F, a_ three- 
sixteenth inch suit will often suffice, and 
for places where water temperatures are 


below 70°F, one-quarter inch suits are. 
. uSually preferred. These are not hard and 
fast rules. Variations in a diver’s build, | 


Surface conditions, and dive activity can 
make major differences in suit prefer- 
ence. Remember the following points. 
The deeper you dive the colder the water. 
The water at 100 feet isn’t necessarily as 
warm as the surface.

thickness is the fit of your suit. The key 
point to remember is that wetsuits are 
designed to fit differently than any other 
article of clothing! And, wetsuits are de- 
signed to fit and feel the best when you 
are underwater, not when you are stand- 
ing in front of a mirror topside. Many suits 


-are cut so that you are most comfortable 


in a swim position as opposed to stand- 
ing upright. This swim or dive posture is a 
position in which your knees are slightly 
bent, your neck is forward, your shoul- 
ders are slightly hunched and rolled for- 
ward, and your arms are down along your 
sides. A properly fitting suit will restrict the 


‘movement of your arms if you try to reach 


above your head. This somewhat con- 
fined posture is the. position we most 
often find ourselves in underwater and 
that is where your suit needs to do its job! 

A properly fitting wetsuit will feel tight,

but not too tight. The tighter the fit the less 
the water circulation inside the suit, but. 
be sure that your circulation and breath- 
ing are not restricted. An exception to 
the tight fit is in the neck area. The fit here 
is especially critical and should be 
looser. A wetsuit will become unbearably 
uncomfortable in.a matter of seconds if it 
is too tight in the neck, restricting blood 
flow and breathing. In colder water a high 
cut turtleneck style collar can add to diver 
warmth. And too, an adjustable velcro 
closure on the collar can help prevent the 
neck from being uncomfortably tight or so 
loose that water is constantly entering 
your suit. ee 

»“How can you tell if your suit fits? Try 
these tests. With the entire suit in place 
hold your arms straight out in front of you. 
Try to turn your arms inside the suit. If your 
arms spin free inside the suit, it is proba-

bly too loose. If not, the jacket is at least 
tight enough. Next, leave the suit on for at 
least five minutes. Check the circulation 
in your hands. If the circulation is re- 
stricted, the sleeves are too tight. If your 
circulation is normal, the jacket will prob- 
ably serve your purposes, as long as the 
rest of the jacket fits the general contour 
of your torso. There should be no gaps 
where you can easily grab handfuls of 
rubber. You should be able to grab a 
small pinch of rubber, but not a handful. 
Key areas to apply this pinch test are your 
‘spine, lower back, crotch, thighs and 
calves. Too much material in the crotch of

your suit can cause it to pinch you during 
your dive; too’much material in the back 


of your knees will cause-chaffing. Also 


consider the wrists and ankles. They 
should be tapered to fit close to your 
body because a little flare can mean 
water being pumped into your suit every 
time: you reach or kick. 

In both one piece suits and farmer 
johns, be sure that you can stand up 
without feeling too much restriction. Your 
suit must be long enough between your 
crotch and shoulders to provide a feeling 
of comfort. Suits that are too short can 
usually be altered for a nominal fee. 

Another major, but often overlooked, 
point is that you should always be sure to 
try on your wetsuit while wearing the ba- 
thing suit you will use when you dive. This 
is especially important for women. 

Almost all of us can be fitted with a rack 
or stock suit. The colder the water, the

slighter your build, the more you move un- 


derwater, and the longer your diving day, 
the more important the perfect fit be- 


comes. Custom wetsuits are, of course, . 


more éxpensive than stock suits. In many 
cases, with minor and comparatively in- 
expensive alterations, rack suits will fit 
just fine. If, however, you want the most 
durable, top-of-the-line suit, consulting 
the people in your dive store-is a good 
idea. Generally speaking, the quality of 
custom wetsuits is superior to stock suits. 


CARE AND MAINTENANCE | 
The care and maintenance of your wet- 
Suit will be of major importance in deter- 
mining its life. It is easy, but unlike most 
items whose maintenance begins after 
you dive, the care of your wetsuit begins 
while you are putting it on. Wetsuits are 
specifically designed to take the stresses 
of diving but they are not made to be 
pulled and stretched when dressing and 


undressing. This is especially true of the - 


seams. A few, easy to follow habits will 
greatly prolong the life of your suit. When 


you are dressing, be certain that all zip- 


pers are fully open. Work the suit on at a 
leisurely pace by using the palms and 
pads of your hands, not your fingers and

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Sub-Aquatic Systems, Mariner 


fingernails. First pull the suit over your 


hands and feet and work the suit onto the 


rest of your body. Don't gouge the neo- 


prene or stress the seams. Lock the zipper 
halves together and hold the jacket away 
from your body as you pull the slide. Be 
absolutely sure that you are not stressing 
the zipper by trying to use it to pull your 
jacket together. The zipper’s function is 
only to lock the two pieces together, not pul 
the jacket into place. 

The same stressless approach should 
be used when undressing. Gently peel off 
your suit. This might not be the fastest 


way, but it will pay off in the long run. Often,

turning your suit inside out as you remove it 
will prove to be the best method. 

After your diving day, rinse the suit 
thoroughly in fresh water to remove salt, grit 
and bacteria. Never leave your suit folded 
in your gear bag or in the trunk of your car 
any longer than necessary. You will not 
harm your suit by leaving it in a bucket of 
fresh water overnight, but you can substan- 
tially shorten its life by failing to clean and 
properly store it. After washing, dry both 
sides of the suit. Avoid drying in direct sun- 
light because ultraviolet rays will fade the 
nylon and attack the rubber. Do not dry 
your suit in a machine or with heat from a 
camp fire. After drying, itis a good idea to 
apply a light coat of silicone spray to all the 
zippers and hang the suit on a broad, pad- 
ded hanger. The storage area should be 
free of excessive air flow, direct sunlight, 
and extreme heat or cold. It is wise to store 
your suitin a plastic bag if you do not plan to

CONCLUSION 

Without question, buying the wetsuit that 
is best for your needs requires you to be 
better educated as a consumer than ever 
before.

TO THE BEST DIVE SPOTS - 


IN THE FAMILY ISLANDS

mong the tropical islands of the world, the Ba- 
hamas are perhaps the best known and most 
frequent choice for those who seek sun, sand and 
warm seas. Their balmy climate, friendly people 
and remarkably clear waters provide an irresistible 
attraction for boaters, fishermen and divers alike. 

The Bahamas are a vast, sprawling archipelago 
containing some 700 separate islands and cover- 
ing an ocean area larger than New England or the 
state of California. Bordered on one side by the 
blue Atlantic and on the other by the warm waters 
of the Gulf Stream, the Bahamas are blessed with 
absolutely stunning underwater visibility and an 
enormous array of marine life. A complex system 
of thorny coral reefs and shifting sand banks dis- 
courage commercial fishing efforts and the Baha- 
mas remain one of the last great fish havens in the 
Atlantic. 

The chief attraction of the Bahamas is the 
breathtaking natural beauty. From the air these is- 
lands and surrounding shallow reefs compose a 
striking rainbow of vivid oceanic colors ranging 
from the cobalt blue of the oceanic deep to aqua- 
marine shades of every tint and texture. The Baha- 
ma government has wisely exercised caution in the 
development of these natural resources and thus 
preserved much of this natural beauty. Rapid ex- 
pansion, overbuilding and heavy industrialization 
are not the goals of the Bahama people. With the 
exception of a few places on the larger islands, 
most of the Bahamas are in the same natural state 
they were 100 years ago. These islands possess

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an almost rural atmosphere, reminis- 
cent of the Kentucky mountains or up- 


state Connecticut. The comparatively . 


small population (185,000 people) has. 
no significant impact on the marine en- 
vironment, and pollution is not a major 
problem. The pristine waters of the Ba- 
hamas continue to flourish with living 
coral reefs and a tremendous abun- 
dance of marine life. 

Another strong attraction of the Baha- 
mas is its marvelous climate. While icy 
winds and snow storms sweep across 
Canada and the United States, the Ba- 
hamas remain warm, sunny and invit- 
ing. And yet, when August heat makes 
cities like New York and Chicago op- 
pressively hot and humid, the Bahamas 
remain cool and pleasant. Ocean trade 
winds from the Atlantic are naturally 
cooling and rainfall is not excessive. The 
Bahamas are blessed with a perfect 
blend of subtropical weather that has 
often been described as_ perpetual 
June. | 

The Bahamas’ close proximity to the 
continental United States make these 
islands an attractive travel bargain in 
these days of rising airline costs. Some 
of the islands, such as Bimini, lie 50 to 60 
miles off the coast of Florida, and even 
the furthest islands are but a few hun- 
dred miles offshore. Most of the islands 
are easily accessible with same day 
travel connections as there are literally 
hundreds of flights daily in and out and 
between various islands. 

For the diver, the Bahamas constitute 
a grand smorgasbord of underwater 
adventures. Nowhere else can one find 
such a wide variety of dive experiences 
that can thrill and delight the vacationing 
diver. In the Bahamas, there is some- 
thing for everyone and often far more 
than most divers could imagine. Each 
island has its own unique undersea at- 
traction and quite often these phenom- 
ena are unduplicated anywhere else in 
the tropics. 


There are’ spectacular drop-offs. 


which often begin in 40 feet of water and 
plummet vertically thousands of feet. 
Close by, one often finds shallow coral 
gardens in 10 to 20 feet of water, filled 
with a fairyland collection of fragile cor- 
als and colorful fish. There are myste- 
rious ocean blue holes — geologic curi- 
osities produced in the prehistoric evo- 
luion of earth. Divers can explore fas- 
cinating historical shipwrecks that date 
back to the Civil War and reveal a signif- 
icant link between the Bahamas and 
early America. 

You can drift along the outer edge of 
the continental shelf, carried by the in- 
visible and awesome force of the giant 
Gulf Stream. There are giant under- 
water caverns, labyrinths of winding 
coral tunnels and steep walled canyons 
which lead to vertical drop-offs. You can 
take a roller coaster ride on a drift dive 
between two closely spaced islands or 
visit one of the fascinating fish holes 
where schools of reef fish congregate 
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by the thousands: There are inland cave 
dives, specially conducted shark tours 
and night dives which provide an op- 


~ portunity to see and photograph many 


rare marine creatures. The opportunities 
for underwater adventure are virtually 
limitless in the Bahamas, and this is per- 
haps why many divers continue to return 
to the Bahamas year after year in quest 
of more excitement and enjoyment. 

To better illustrate the remarkable 
breadth and scope of the Bahamas, 
SKIN DIVER will take you on a tour of the 
very best dive spots sprinkled through- 
out the Bahamas. While this report is by 
no means a complete or comprehensive 
travel guide to the thousands of dive 
sites which exist in these islands, it will

provide a representative sampling of 
those undersea attractions which make 
the Bahamas so exciting. We will begin 
this tour at the northern tip of the Ba- 
hamian archipelago and work our way 
southward through this vast chain of 
coral islands. 


WALKER’S CAY 


Walkers Cay is a solitary island lo- 
cated at the very northern tip of the Baha- 
ma island chain. It is surrounded by 100 
miles of shallow coral reefs and vast 
stretches of sand banks. Barely a speck 
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Nick’s Cavern, Walker's Cay.

in the open sea, this tiny island measures 
one mile long and one-quarter mile wide. 
Much of its surface is occupied by an air- 
craft landing strip and a resort hotel. 
Being situated well off the beaten tour- 
ist trail, Walker's Cay is somewhat of an 
exclusive resort facility for big game fish- 
ermen, ocean yachtsmen and guests 
seeking the tranquility of a private island 


resort. The hotel, which goes by the 


same name as the island, is a well-organ- 
ized and totally self-sufficient resort that 
produces its own fresh water and electri- 
cal power. It has a full range of recrea- 
tional facilities including: swimming 
pools, tennis courts, a dive shop and a 
large marina. This resort even operates 
its own airline with daily flights from Ft. 
Lauderdale. : | 
The most impressive dive attraction at 


‘Walker's Cay is a giant complex of under- 


water coral caves and tunnels known as 
Nick’s Caverns. Located one and one- 
half miles from the marina, this unusual 
dive site was named after Nick Rolle, the 
Bahamian divemaster who first discov- 
ered it. This immense cavern complex 
lies beneath a large coral reef which cov- 
ers more than five acres of ocean floor. 
Dive depths within the caverns average 


35. feet and there are dozens of en- 


trances. You could almost say the entire 
coral reef is hollow or honeycombed with 
an intricate web of interconnecting tun- 
nels, caves and caverns. A diver could 
spend more than one hour swimming 
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through these tunnels and chambers and 


never cover the same ground twice. It 
takes no less than three full tank dives to 
cover the entire area. 

Living inside the coral cavern complex 
is a variety of fish and invertebrates 


which give these caves a special per- 


sonality. Many chambers are filled with 


schools of copper colored glassy sweep-. 
ers, a species of fish that prefers the dark » 


shadows of this reef's inner recesses. 
Other reef fish which inhabit these tun- 
nels include: blackbar  soldierfish, 
schoolmasters and chub. A large Nas- 
Sau grouper weighing more than 30 


pounds has taken up residency in the 


cave and is very tame. There are also a 
great many banded coral shrimp, spider 
crabs and lobsters that live in the small 
nooks and crannies of the cavern. One 
lobster was so friendly it allowed visiting 
divers to stroke its long feelers. 

While there are no drop-offs or vertical 
walls in the Walker's Cay area, medium to 
deep diving opportunities are indeed 
available. One site, known as Sponge 
City, provides a unique opportunity for a 
drift dive at depths ranging from 70 to 
100 feet. The reef bottom in this area is an 
undulating carpet of living corals cover- 
ing an alternating series of ridges and 
grooves in the ocean floor. Carried by the 
current, divers glide over a lush bottom 
of tightly packed seawhips, dome corals, 
seaplumes and other gorgonians. The 
sponge life in this particular area is un- 


usually abundant and there is a wide 
array of basket, vase, cup and finger 
sponges. It is an ideal location for under- 
water photographers specializing in 
close-up pictures and fish portraits. 


ABACO — 


Great Abaco is one of the major islands 
of the Bahamas, measuring more than

100 miles in length. It lies in the northeast 


corner of the island chain facing the open 
Atlantic. While large in size and area, 
Great Abaco is sparsely populated by 
small towns and settlements, many of 
which lie among the offshore cays that 
parallel its eastern shoreline. It is among 
these small islands that visitors will find a 
lovely chain of shallow coral reefs and 
seafan gardens that stretches for miles. 

Great Abaco has three different dive 
operators in the resort areas of Treasure 
Cay, Hopetown and Marsh Harbour. All 
three shops conduct dive trips to the 
coral reefs and various shipwrecks which 
lie in depths ranging from 15 to 60 feet of 
water. 3 

Treasure Cay is a country-club style 
resort two-thirds of the way toward the 
northern end of Great Abaco. This full 
service resort features golf, tennis, sail- 
ing, swimming and of course scuba div- 
ing. Located right at the marina is the 
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Treasure Cay Diving Center complete 


with air compressor, tanks and a large 
dive boat. 

One of the best dives in the Treasure 
Cay area is an amazing underwater 


coral cave complex appropriately 
named The Catacombs. Although this 
site is a 45 to 60 minute boat ride from the 
marina, it is worth the trip. The Cata- 
combs consist of an estimated 100 differ- 
ent caves interconnected by a series of 
winding tunnels and archways. Most of 
the chambers are illuminated by the mul- 
tiple entrances and exits, as well as small 
holes in the ceilings of these caves. Dive 
depths range from 10 to 25 feet. The 
Caves are all shapes and sizes with some

of the larger chambers featuring 15 foot 
high vaulted ceilings. 

The Catacombs are often loaded with 
marine life, including large schools of sil- 
very baitfish. Several caves are so full of 
fish that the light coming from the cave 
entrances is often obscured. The caves 
and tunnels are also inhabited by many 
groupers, Snappers, and other species 
of reef fish. Divemaster Craig Burns dis- 
covered this unusual cave system two 
years ago and has been charting it ever 
since. 
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A short distance from The Catacombs 
lies the remains of a historical Civil War 
wreck called The San Jacinto. Accord- 
ing to Craig Burns, who researched the 
history, this wreck is believed to have 
been a 140 foot long Union gunboat 
which crashed into the rocks while in hot 
pursuit of a rebel blockade runner. The 
sinking is believed to have occurred in 
1865. This ship was a steel hulled 
steamer and the remaining wreckage in- 
cludes: two boilers, a three-bladed prop, 
a crankshaft, some main decking, masts 


and part of the stern section. Dive depths 
range from 20 to 50 feet and the wreck is 
always loaded with fish. It appears to be 
a favorite congregating area for schools 
of grunts, chubs, parrotfish, horse-eyed 
jacks and amberjacks. 

The two other dive operators are lo- 
cated in the Marsh Harbour and Hope- 
town area, which are situated close to 
each other. Marsh Harbour is the third 
largest city in the Bahamas, but it still 
maintains a small town atmosphere. 
Most of the resorts in this area are small 


























hotels with personalized service. Marsh 
Harbour is the home of the Chambered 
Nautilus, a small dive shop operation 
owned and managed by Dan Wiltfang. 

Across the bay from Marsh Harbour 
lies the offshore settlement of Hopetown, 
one of the most picturesque island com- 
munities in all of the Bahamas. Dave 
Gale's Island Marine is a combination 
Outboard repair shop, small boat rental 
service and dive shop on adjacent Parrot 
Cay. | | 

The best dive in the Hopetown/Marsh 
Harbour area is a Civil War wreck which 
lies just outside the barrier reef at Man-O- 
War Cay. The USS Adirondack was a 
Union gunboat which crashed into the 
reef at night in 1862. She was a steam 
sloop, powered by both sail and steam 
engine. The ship is believed to have been 
more than 200 feet long and carrying 
three masts. 

The Adirondack lies in 10 to 25 feet of 
water with an average visibility of 80 feet. 
Prominent underwater features include: 


steam boilers, crankshaft, heavy machin- 
‘ery and a capstan. The most interesting 
artifacts on this wreck are two giant Dahl- 
gren guns. Manufactured at the West 


Point Foundry, these two distinctive can- 


nons are approximately 15 feet long with 
an 11 inch bore. They were reputed to be 
the largest guns afloat during the Civil 
War period. 

Another interesting dive is The Towers, 
a group of unique coral pinnacles. Starting 
from a depth of 50 feet, these pinnacles 
rise almost to the surface. 





Freeport is not an island but instead a 
small uroan area on Grand Bahama |s- 
land, still another of the major islands in 
the Bahamas chain. It is located in the 
northwestern part of the archipelago, 
facing westward toward the coast of 
Florida. In fact, Freeport is only 70 miles 
from West Palm Beach. 

Freeport is a model resort community 
which was designed and specifically 
built for American and Canadian tourists. 
Carved out of the surrounding island 
bush some 25 years ago, Freeport has 
grown to be the second largest city in the 
Bahamas. It features luxury high-rise ho- 
tels, well paved four lane highways, 
gambling casinos, more than 60 tennis 
courts, several tournament class golf 
courses, modern marinas for yachts and 
sailboats, and many lovely retirement 
homes for those who have found their 
place in the sun. Ironically, the name 
Freeport is now better known than the 





name of the island on which it sits. 
Fashionable Freeport is also the home 
of the Underwater Explorers Society 
(UNEXSO), the largest underwater train- 
ing facility in the Bahamas. Staffed by 
nine certified NAUI Instructors, this 
unique dive facility specializes in scuba 
education on all levels. UNEXSO offers 
more than eight different training courses 
ranging from introductory resort scuba 
all the way to advanced diver and assis- 
tant instructor certification. It is the only 
facility in the Bahamas which offers ad- 





vanced scuba training programs in de- 
compression diving and cave explora- 
tion. The UNEXSO facility includes a 
large swimming pool, an 18 foot deep 
training tank, Classroom, a photo dark- 
room, a marine biology lab, library, sev- 
eral dive boats and an upstairs cocktail 
lounge for evening entertainment. 

The coral reefs off Freeport offer a wide 
variety of dive sites in shallow, medium © 
and deep water. There is, however, one 
extremely unique deep dive at a site 
called The Cup Handle. This spot is lo- 
cated on the vertical face of the Freeport 
Drop-off. At approximately 200 feet an. 
oddly shaped coral formation juts out- 
ward from the vertical face of the wall, ap- 
pearing much like the handle of a giant 


tea cup. The inside diameter of the for- 


mation is approximately eight feet across ° 
— large enough for a scuba diver to pass 
through easily. The outer edge is approx- 
imately 15 feet in diameter and perfectly 
formed in the shape of a handle. The en- 
tire formation hangs out over a 2000 foot 
deep abyss with breathtaking visibility 


often exceeding 200 feet. The area of 


wall surrounding the cup handle is 
loaded with black coral trees, giant gor- 
gonian fans, wire coral, large orange 
sponges and a staggering variety of lush 
marine growth. 

Because of the hazardous depth in- 
volved, the Cup Handle dive is restricted 
to expert divers who have gone through 
the Decompression Diving Course and 
are certified. Bottom time is extremely 
limited and special safety preparations 
must be made for this type of wall dive. 

An equally adventurous and some- 
what more bizarre dive for Freeport visi- 
tors is a trip to Ben’s Cave, an inland 
blue hole within driving distance of the 
UNEXSO Club. This site is very possibly 
one of the most beautiful and inspiring 
cave dives to be found anywhere in the 
Bahamas. i 

UNEXSO guests are taken by van to a 
wooded area 30 miles west of Freeport. 
The divers dress in full scuba gear by the 
side of the highway and then hike 100 
yards into the woods along a winding 
footpath. A large hole in the ground 
marks the entrance to one of the largest 
and most beautiful subterranean cave 
systems on Grand Bahama. A 20 foot alu- 
minum ladder is lowered into the hole 
and divers climb down the ladder in 


order to reach the water's edge. Beneath 


the earth's surface, Ben’s Cave opens up | 
into a giant cavern partially filled with wa- 
ter. It is well lit from the hole above 
and one can see that the cave is the size 
of a ballroom. The surface of the water is 
calm and very clear — one can make out 
the images of stones and rocks on the 
bottom. 

Underwater, the cavern continues to 
slope downward on a 30 degree angle. 
The bottom of the cave is a jumbled mass 
of rocks and the underwater visibility is a 
stunning 150 feet. The dimensions of the 
cavern continue to expand to the size ofa 
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football field, as the outer walls become 


wider, longer and deeper. At a depth of 
15 feet the fresh water changes to salt 


: water. One hundred feet into the under- 


water cave you begin to encounter long 
thin stalagmites that rise upward from the 
cave floor and stalactites that hang down 
from the underwater ceiling. These curi- 


ous formations were made in some pre-

historic era when the oceans of the world 
were much lower and this great cave was 


once dry. Some of these spindly forma- 
tions are 15 feet long. The size of the un- 


derwater cavern is awesome — possibly 
300 feet long and 60 feet wide. 
At a point 150 feet into Ben’s Cave you 


can still look back and see the entrance 


as a faint but beautiful blue glow. It is 
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from this vantage point that one can view 
an almost surrealistic scene which can 
only be described as a spellbinding sun- 
rise on some primeval planet in another 
galaxy. The unearthly glow from the 
cave's entrance combines with the stalac- 
tites and stalagmites to provide an un- 
natural landscape that is somehow remi- 
niscent of a science fiction painting. It is 
one of the most memorable dives you 
could ever make. 

Bimini is the portion of the Bahamas 


which lies closest to the United States — 


barely 50 miles from Miami Beach. Al- 
though small in size and population, Bi- 
mini is a busy place because it is the 
gateway into the Bahamas for the major- 


ity of boats traveling east from Florida. 


On weekends the docks and streets are 
jammed with Florida tourists, big game 
fishermen, yachtsmen and of course 
scuba divers. | 


There are actually two islands which | 
make up Bimini. South Biminiis a sparse- 


ly populated island with an international 


airport for arriving commercial flights and 
private aircraft. North Bimini, just a few 
hundred yards across the channel, is

where you will find a strip of small hotels, 
bars, restaurants and boat docks which 
accommodate visitors. It is also the loca- 
tion of Neil Watson’s Undersea Adven- 
tures. The dive shop is located right on 
the dock, close to Brown's Hotel. Neil is 
regarded as a local hero and legend in 
his own time for he has set several world 
records for such feats as deep diving 
and swimming underwater for an incredi- 
ble distance of 66 miles! Neil is also one 
of the most safety conscious divemas- 
ters that you will ever meet and an abso- 
lutely superb underwater guide. 

There are many excellent coral reefs 
and dive sites in the Bimini area, but the 
one that takes the prize is a drift dive 
along The Continental Shelf at a depth 
of approximately 100 feet. Barely a ten 
minute boat ride from the dock lies the 
edge of a spectacular drop-off that bor- 
ders the edge of the Gulf Stream. The 
wall begins at a depth of 90 to 100 feet 
and plummets straight down to 2000 
feet. Underwater visibility along this 
drop-off frequently exceeds 200 feet. Be- 
cause of the Gulf Stream, there is gener- 
ally a current ranging in speed from two 
to five miles per hour. 

Neil locates the edge of the wall with a 
recording depth finder and then hangs a 
140 foot anchor line from an inflatable 
dinghy that drifts along at the speed of 
the Gulf Stream. Divers descend the an- 
chor line and hang on at approximately 
the 100 foot depth level as they sail along 
the vertical face of the wall. It is one of the 
most effortless and yet thrilling expe- 
riences you can imagine. 

The upper edge of the drop-off is cov- 
ered with a forest of deep-sea gorgon- 
ians in various shades of black and gray. 
Beneath the giant fans is a lush marine 
growth of long purple tube sponges, 
giant basket sponges and magnificent 
black coral trees. The vertical face of the 
wall is a thicket of gorgonians and bril- 
liantly colored marine life. There is also a 
great deal of fish action along this drop- 
off, including frequent encounters with 
60 pound groupers and 10 pound lob- 
sters. It seems as though the marine life 
here is especially large and very healthy. 
There is also a better than average possi- 
bility of sighting giant pelagics such as: 
400 pound tunas, schools of amber- 
jacks, brilliantly colored dolphinfish, 
large eagle rays, or possibly a sailfish. 
The average drift dive lasts for ten min- 
utes and covers more than one-half mile 
of this incredibly beautiful drop-off. 


CHUB CAY 


Chub Cay is a small island in the Berry 
Islands group, in the central Bahamas. It 
sits on the very edge of an immense 
deep water channel called The Tongue 
of the Ocean. Ranging in depths from 
6000 to 12,000 feet, this great channel 
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leads from the Atlantic deep to the cen- 
tral core of the Bahamas Bank. It also 
forms a natural fish trap for such oceanic 
species as: marlin, sailfish, manta rays, 
tuna and other giants of the sea. It is 
therefore no surprise to learn that Chub 
Cay has been the long time home of an 
exclusive big game fishing club. 

The Chub Cay Club is another of those 
totally self-sufficient resort facilities com- 
plete with its own deSalinization and elec- 
tric power plants. The club also has its 
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A variety of sizes and configurations are found among 


own airport facility, with sufficient runway 
for private jets. The club facility and ad- 
joining marina are divided into two sepa- 
rate sections with half of the property re- 
stricted to club members only. The re- 
maining half of the club is open to the 
public and visiting yachtsmen. It is 
equipped with ample dockage, a small 
restaurant, modest hotel rooms, a swim- 
ming pool and a dive shop. The club’s 
dive shop operation is managed by dive- 
master Charles Strong, a certified in-

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structor from Texas. . : | 
One of the nicest dives at Chub Cay is 


a medium-depth reef called The Salad 


Bar. This gently sloping coral reef lies 
close to the drop-off and boasts an aver- 
age visibility of 150 feet. Dive depths 
range from 60 to 130 feet and the ocean 
bottom is a lovely combination of high 
coral heads and small sand patches. 
Each head is covered with a lush mixture 
of slender gorgonians, small black coral 
trees and a wonderful array of colorful 
sponges. The reef is inhabited by a resi- 
dent fish population of snappers, group- 
ers, angelfish and very large trumpetfish. 
There are several large Nassau groupers 
on this reef, ranging in size from 20 to 45 
pounds. The lush marine growth and 
crystal clear visibility help to form the per- 
fect conditions for underwater photog- 
raphy and exciting reef exploration. 
Another site which is outstanding for 
fish activity is a shallow reef called 
Oasis. Marked by an underwater buoy 
known only to the divemasters, this 
sprawling coral reef covers several acres 
of ocean floor. Dive depths range from 30 


to 45 feet and the reef is absolutely 
loaded with fish. School after school of 
silver grunts, yellow grunts, porkfish and 
chub parade across the coral reef in pre- 
cise formation. Tucked into the crevices 
and coral overhangs are thousands of 
reef fish including groupers, trumpetfish, 
snapper, squirrelfish and angelfish. The 
reef is a veritable fish bowl of activity and 
visitors are seldom disappointed. 


ANDROS 


Andros is the largest and least devel- 
oped island in the entire Bahamas chain. 
Much of its rugged interior remains un- 
charted and untamed by either man or 
machine. There are only a few small 
settlements along the eastern coast of 
this immense island and most of the resi- 
dents make a living from either farming 
or a small amount of fishing. 

Approximately one mile north of An- 
dros Town is the quaint beachside resort 
known as Small Hope Bay Lodge. It is the 





oldest and best known dive resort hotel in 
the Bahamas, under the same manage- 
ment for almost 21 years. The resort is 
still operated on a daily basis by pioneer 
Dick Birch who originally built the lodge 
with his own hands. 

_ Small Hope Bay Lodge is a very spe- 
cial kind of resort with an unhurried pace 
and a very cordial atmosphere. It is 
small, with only 23 bungalows that can 
accommodate up to 60 people. The re- 
sort sits at the edge of a quiet lagoon with 
its small buildings sprinkled among the 
palm trees and Australian pines. It’s the 
kind of place where guests can kick back 
and enjoy life by getting closer to nature. 
The service is very personalized and 
guests are treated like members of one 
big happy family. 

Less than one-half mile out from the 
Small Hope Bay dock is the Andros Bar- 
rier Reef, a 142 mile long coral reef for- 
mation that parallels the entire eastern 
shoreline of the island. Beyond the reef 
lies an immense vertical drop-off which 
serves as the dividing line between An- 
dros and the Tongue of the Ocean. This

drop-off begins at depths ranging from 
75 to 100 feet and plummets downward 
to almost 6000 feet. It is here that the 
sport of wall diving began more than two 
decades ago. The best dive at Small 
Hope Bay is a site appropriately named 
Over The Wall. Located directly off Goat 
Cay, it can be reached in less than 15 
minutes by dive boat. The top of the 
sheer vertical wall begins at 70 feet, with 
some portions that actually cut back 
under the lip of the wall at deeper depths. 
This drop-off features a colorful variety of 
tube sponges, soft corals and black 
coral trees. Visibility along this drop-off 
can range from 150 to 200 feet, thus pro- 
viding a spectacular panoramic view. 
Many types of pelagic fish are seen 
along this drop-off, including large eagle 
rays, hammerhead sharks, schools of 
jacks, turtles and barracuda. 

Another popular dive site in the Small 
Hope Bay area is the Barge Wreck, 
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which lies in 70 feet of water, a short way 
back from the edge of the drop-off. The 


wreck is the remains of asteel WWII LCM ~ 


landing craft which was deliberately sunk 
by Dick Birch in 1963. The old landing 
craft has since become a habitat for an 
entire community of tame reef fish. The 
barge is a favorite haunt for at least one 
dozen Nassau groupers and a large con- 
gregation of yellowtail snapper — all of 
which can be fed by hand. The divemas- 
ters frequently take down a can of conch 
or food scraps and put on a fish feeding 
show for visiting guests. 


NASSAU 
Nassau is the capital of the Bahamas, 


the largest city in these islands, the 
country’s major shipping port and the 


center of the Bahamas tourism industry. 
Almost 60 percent of the entire Bahamian 

population resides in this metro area and | 
more than one million visitors come 


through this town every year. As with

rise hotels, plush gambling casinos and 
swinging nightclubs attract younger visi- 
tors who want an activities-filled vaca- 
tion. This dazzling vacation mecca spans 
the full range of recreational facilities 
from water skiing to golf. At first glance, 
one would hardly think of Nassau as a 
satisfactory destination for the serious 
minded diver. Nassau does possess 
some excellent dive sites — but they can 
be difficult to reach unless one does 
some advance planning.

ers. What is left is a jumbled mass of steel 
beams and metal plates and some coral 
encrusted chunks of heavy machinery. 
The most prominent feature is a giant 
steam boiler. There is also an engine 
block, drive shaft and pile of anchor 
chain. While visibility is not the best, the 
wreck is inhabited by a large community 
of reef fish. A separate section lies in 
slightly deeper water some 40 yards from 
the main wreckage. This deep section |s 
frequently more interesting as there is a 
greater congregation of schooling fish 
and groupers. 

Perhaps the most unusual dive site in 
the Nassau area is a peculiar underwater 
cave formation known as the Lost Ocean 
Hole. It lies some six miles southeast of 
Nassau, in the open banks area. The site 
is totally unmarked and remains a closely 
guarded secret among those who know 
its precise location. According to Gard- 
ner Young, the dive guide who originally 
discovered this undersea phenomenon, 
the Lost Ocean Hole has been lost more 
times than it has been found. 

Marked by a large circular hole in the 
ocean floor, this unique ocean hole is in 
approximately 30 feet of water. The 
opening or neck of the hole is perhaps 40 
feet in diameter, but once you pass 
through this the hole expands outward in 
a bell shape. It is 180 feet to the bottom of 
the hole where the walls are approxi- 
mately 250 feet across. The floor of this: 
giant cavern is almost conical, with the 
bottom sloping off to even greater depths 
on one side. Underwater visibility often 
exceeds 150 feet.

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in the Bahamas chain. This stringbean 
shaped island is over 100 miles long and 
faces directly into the open Atlantic. It is 
an island of extremely diverse undersea 
environments, including several oddities 
that can be found nowhere else in the 
Bahamas. 

Much of Eleuthera’s diving is concen- 
trated at the north end. Two popular dive 
resort operations are on Harbour Island 
just off Eleuthera. The Romora Bay Club, 
owned and operated by Roy Schmidt, is 
the oldest and best known dive resort 
hotel for Eleuthera visitors. Less than 
one mile away is Valentine's Yacht Club, 
a newer, but just as well-equipped dive 
resort hotel managed by the Valentine 
family. 

The best dive site in the North Eleu- 
thera area is a spot called The Plateau. 
This medium depth coral reef lies seven 
miles southeast of Harbour Island on the 
Atlantic side. This unusual formation 
takes the form of a large coral plateau 
approximately the size of two football 
fields. Dive depths range from 40 to 90 
feet and the ocean bottom is an alter- 
nating series of high coral ridges and 
deep surge channels. The ridges are 
covered with tightly packed corals of 
every shape and size. The most abun- 
dant forms include staghorn, brain, plate, 
elkhorn and button. There are also many 
colorful sponges, seafans and gorgon- 
ians. The fish at Plateau are extremely 
friendly, as they are regularly fed by dive- 
master, Bill Ellis. Among the tame fish 
found at this location are several Nassau 


groupers, a school of yellowtail snapper, 
several large angelfish and several black 
durgons. It is a marvelous spot for un- 
derwater photography. 

Two miles north of the Plateau lies an 
extremely peculiar dive site known as the 
Glass Window. Right up against the 
rocky shoreline, it is directly under a 
50 foot cliff. Dive depths average 50 feet 
and the ocean floor is littered with giant 
stone boulders. Most of these massive 
rocks weigh an estimated 20 to 50 tons 
each, and appear to have fallen into the 
sea from the cliff above. The undersides 
of these huge boulders are covered with 
brilliantly colored encrusting sponges in 
vivid shades of crimson red, glowing 
yellow, or sparkling pink. Many of the 
stones look as though they have been 
decorated by an abstract artist. 

In addition to the giant stone boulders, 
there are many strange holes in the solid 
rock sea floor. These peculiar formations 
are perfectly round holes five feet in 
diameter and eight to ten feet deep. 
Lying in the bottom of each hole is a fair 
sized stone. It is believed that the swirling 
action of violent ocean storms causes the 
spinning rock to bore a perfectly round 
hole through the solid rock seabed. 

One of the wildest dives at North 
Eleuthera is a place called Current Cut. 
It is a narrow ocean pass between the 
western tip of North Eleuthera and a 
smaller island known as Current Island. 
Barely 75 yards wide and only 60 feet 
deep, this natural channel serves as the 
major waterway between Eleuthera

Sound and the open sea. Tidal changes 
cause millions of gallons of seawater to 
pass through this narrow channel at 
accelerated speed of five to seven knots. 
Visiting divers experience the thrill of a 
lifetime by making a drift dive through the 
channel on an incoming tide. Under- 
water visibility ranges from 50 to 80 feet 
and divers often see schools of horse- 
eye jacks, barracuda, and eagle rays. 
Shooting through this cut at speeds 
approaching seven knots is an expe- 
rience that can only be described as a 
cross between a roller coaster ride and 
white water run. 


GEORGE TOWN 


George Town is the largest settlement 
in the Exuma Cays chain. At the southern 
end of this lovely string of islands, it is a 
small but friendly resort community with 
several hotels, a natural harbor and an 
international airport. It has long been a 
favorite port-of-call for cruising yachts- 
men, fishermen and vacationers who 
enjoy the peaceful quiet of an out island 
community. 

George Town is also the home of the 
Exuma Diving Company, an independ- 
ent dive charter service operated by 
Wendel McGregor. Wendel conducts 


daily dive trips for guests at both the Out 


Island Inn and the Peace & Plenty

Perhaps the best dive in the George 
Town area is an ocean blue hole called 
Mystery Cave. This unique formation is

nels to be found in the Bahamas. The 
entrance is in the side of a vertical lime- 
stone bluff at Stocking Island’s Hurri- 
cane Harbour, 15 feet under the surface. 
The tunnel is approximately 40 feet in 
diameter. It slopes down to a maximum 
depth of 60 feet and then runs back un- 
der the island for an undetermined dis- 


tance. Approximately 400 feet of the 


tunnel have been explored thus far but 
no one has yet found the end. 

A surprising number of reef fish appear 
to congregate just inside the mouth of 
Mystery Cave. This community includes

squirrelfish, soldierfish, blue tang, blue 
runners and parrotfish. Deeper into the 
tunnel one can often find several huge 
gray angelfish cruising slowly back and 
forth. Underwater visibility inside the tun- 
nel ranges from 50 to 70 feet. 

There is still another ocean blue hole 
located in the floor of Hurricane Harbour, 
not more than 200 yards from Mystery 
Cave. This dive site is known as Angel- 
fish Blue Hole because of the unusual 
number of angelfish that congregate 
around its mouth. This particular blue 
hole is more of a vertical tunnel, starting 
at a depth of 20 feet and sloping down- 
ward on a 45 degree angle to 90 feet. The 
entrance is approximately 60 feet in 
diameter, but the tunnel narrows to a very 
thin crevice beyond the 90 foot level.

more. The vertical face of the wall is 
adorned with giant gorgonian fans, huge 
seawhips and large trees of black coral. 
There are colorful sponges of all shades, 
shapes and sizes. The face of the wall is 
deeply etched with coral crevices, over- 
hangs and small caves. It is an extremely 
beautiful drop-off dive with visibility 
averaging 200 feet or better. 


RUM CAY 


Twenty miles east of Stella Maris is the 
small island of Rum Cay. With a total 
population of only 70 Bahamians, it is 
virtually unknown to travel agents. 

In July of this year, the Rum Cay Diving 
Club opened its doors for business, 
making it the newest and smallest dive 
resort in the Bahamas. With a total of 
seven rooms, this resort can comfortably 
handle 14-divers on a weekly basis. 

Despite its small size, the Rum Cay 
Diving Club has all of the most modern 
facilities, including a kitchen, two air 
compressors, 100 scuba tanks, a photo 
darkroom, two dive boats and a hot tub.

There is a hole in the 
top of the reef approximately eight feet 
long and four feet wide. Upon entering 
this hole a diver can descend a vertical 
tunnel or chimney to a depth of 90 feet. 
The bottom of the chimney opens into a 
large coral grotto with a white sand floor. 
Underwater visibility averages 150 feet 
and the reef is loaded with all types of 
fish. Emerging from the coral grotto, one 
can follow a sandy ravine that eventually 
spills out onto the vertical drop-off at 
130 feet. The sight is spectacular and 
there is a wide variety of giant sponges 
and gorgonian fans suitable for under- 
water photography.

SAN SALVADOR 


Thirty miles northeast of Rum Cay lies 
the island of San Salvador.

cans. She now rests on a sandy bottom, 
her hull and deck structures unusually 
well preserved. 

A short distance from these sister ships 
lies the upright remains of a large 
Japanese ocean-going tug. Her super- 
structure has bullet holes from the air 
raids over Guam, which ultimately led to 
her sinking in 1944. 

Approximately 200 yards further out in 
the harbor is the almost totally intact 
Kisogawa Maru, a 300 foot freighter also 
sunk in 1944. The Kisogawa is the 
deepest of the commonly known wrecks, 
sitting upright on the bottom 160 feet 
down. Her large bow gun still stands a 
silent vigil over the sleeping, broken ship. 

If the lure of the shipwrecks isn't 
enough, the diver can explore the many 
reefs in the harbor. While unable to match 
the near perfect visibility of the outside 
reefs, Apra Harbor has retained thriving 
reefs despite the ravages of past wars. 
Dogleg reef, extending outward from the 
breakwater, offers an abundance of cor- 
als and an unusual pink anemone colony, 
complete with damsel and clownfish. 
This reef is extremely popular with both 
snorkelers and divers, owing to its shal- 
low 2-30 foot depths. Gab-Gab beach 
and reef, located on the U.S. Naval Sta- 
tion, has an enormous assortment of both 
soft and hard corals, sea anemones and 
sharply descending crevices to depths 
well below 100 feet. All this only 25 yards 
from the shoreline! 

Two reefs, Western and Jade Shoals, 
draw special attention from shell collec- 
tors, contributing many varieties to the 
attentive snorkeler or diver. 

On the seaward side of the harbor, 
near Cabras Island, the diver will find a 
breathtaking view of steep vertical walls 
dotted with gently swaying seafans and 
deep-water corals. Literally thousands of 
reef fish move en masse here on their 
continual search for food. 

A short boat ride outside and around 
the clifflines of Orote Peninsula provides 
the most uniquely different and memor- 
able dive on Guam, the famous Blue Hole. 
On top of a subterranean plateau which 
abruptly drops to depths well below 600 
feet, the Blue Hole is a natural shaft-like 
opening. Formed millions of years ago by 
rainwater slowly eroding and undermin- 
ing the existing limestone formations, it 
extends downward into the plateau from 
60 to 280 feet. A large window opens to 
the sea, offering an alternate gateway out 


of the hole and into the emerald blue wa- | 


ters of the Philippine Sea. 

Virtually unlimited visibility brings to 
view a varied assortment of deep-water 
marine life, both inside and around the

However, the most common activities on 
the Holiday Inn beach are sunbathing 
and swimming. 

Perhaps the most popular spot on the 
Holiday Inn beach is the Corsair Wharf, a 
delightful outdoor bar situated between 
the swimming pool and the beach. Dur- 
ing the warm afternoons and early eve- 
nings, this is a favorite congregation point 
or vacationers and islanders to enjoy a 
cool cocktail and a breathtaking view of 
the magnificent sunsets which take place 
directly off the beach.

The Reef Diver is the second largest 
craft in the Soto Fleet, measuring 45 feet 
in length and also sporting a drop-front 
ramp. It can carry 20 divers comfortably 
and has also been modified to include all 
of the latest dive safety equipment. The 
Soto Glass Bottom is 42 feet long and is 
occasionally used to carry divers during 
Cayman’s busy season. Fourth in the fleet 
is a 36 foot Sport Fisherman, used for 
special dive charters and private groups. 

The Soto Fleet of dive boats operates 
seven days a week making a trip in the 
morning and a trip in the afternoon. The 
morning trip departs from the beach at 
9:00 am and allows divers two dives at dif- 
ferent locations. The first is Usually 
conducted on one of Cayman's spec- 
tacular drop-offs such as Big Tunnel, 
Trinity Caves, Sand Chute or Orange 
Canyon. Cayman's drop-offs begin at an 
average depth of 50 feet and drop verti- 
cally to 100 feet and beyond. It is along 
these that visitors will find some of the 
largest and most beautiful sponges in the 
Caribbean. Underwater visibililty can 
range anywhere from 100 to 200 feet. The 
‘drop-off is a busy causeway for marine 
life and visitors frequently see eagle rays, 
horse-eye jacks, turtles and other pelagic 
creatures. 

The second dive of the morning is gen- 
erally made on one of the shallow but 
beautiful coral reefs inshore from the 
drop-off. Dive depths on these reefs 
range from 25 to 40 feet, and most loca- 
tions are loaded with tame reef fish that 
will literally eat from your hand. The most 
popular locations include: Holiday Reef, 
The Aquarium, Mitch Miller Reef and 
Peter’s Reef. 

The afternoon dive trip departs from

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the Holiday Inn beach at 2:00 pm. It is 
usually a single tank dive on a medium 
depth coral reef or the wreck of the 
Balboa. Depths range from 40 to 55 feet, 
well within the limits of the repetitive dive 
tables. The wreck of the Ba/boa is one of 
the most fascinating underwater junk- 
yards to be found anywhere in the Carib- 
bean. This steel-hulled freighter was 
dynamited many years ago and is now 
spread over several acres of ocean bot- 
tom. The wreck is loaded with marine life, 
including a school of voracious sergeant 
majors who almost smother the divers 
with affection. 

On Sunday mornings the Soto Diving 
Center schedules its week!, visit to the 
wreck of the Oro Verde for the second 
dive. This is a totally intact steel freighter 
which lies on its starboard side in 50 feet 
of water. Visibility at this location fre- 
quently exceeds 100 feet, thus affording 
a breathtaking view of almost the entire 
sunken ship. 

Because of the popularity of the regu- 
larly sheduled Soto Dive Trips, visiting 
divers are urged to make their trip reser- 
vations on the prior day. Seating on each 
boat is limited and reservations are made 
on a first come, first served basis. Divers 
can make reservations simply by tele- 
phoning Georgia at Grand Cayman 
92483.

outer edges of the hole. Inside are soft, 
delicate gorgonian corals, beds of large, 
thin, orange seawhips and schools of the 
ever-present squirrelfish guarding the 
deep crevices and lobster holes found on 
one side of the Blue Hole. 


The window of the hole opens directly 
onto the side of the underwater cliffline. 
Turning either right or left the diver can 
clearly see forests of both large and small 
seafans, with their carefully interwoven 
coral polyps fully extended to capture 
food from the plankton enriched waters. 
Swimming over for a closer inspection, 
the diver will discover that some of these 
fans are, in fact, exotic black coral forma- 
tions, complete with spiny starfish clus- 
ters clinging to their branches. 


Larger species of marine life are not 
uncommon at the Blue Hole. Schools of 
blunt-headed wrasse, jacks and an oc- 
casional leopard ray or sea turtle will lei- 
surely coast by. 


One of the most unforgettable experi- 
ences for any diver, regardless of his/her 
experience, is to free-fall from the surface 
into and through the Blue Hole, exiting out 
through the window. Before ascending, a 
final moment is taken to pause above this 
natural wonder and silently reflect on the 
awesome splendor and tranquility that 
only the Blue Hole provides. 

Close to the Blue Hole, and very con- 
venient for a second dive, is a large un- 
derwater cavern, commonly called Tor- 
pedo Rocks. With amaximum depth of 25 
feet, and water equaling the clarity of 
spring water, the cavern extends 75 
yards into the cliffline, and is a favorite 
spot. for night diving, offering many 
species of shells, as well as the elusive 
spiny and slipper lobsters. 

Traveling to the southern end of the 
island, the diver comes to Bile Bay. Here, 
after a short walk-in, the diver will dis- 
cover a labyrinth of caverns intercon- 
nected through and underneath towering 
coral heads. From a sandy bottom at 60 
feet, the diver can glide upward through 
the caverns almost effortlessly. The exits 
are Clearly marked by the sun’s rays filter- 
ing inside the overhead coral pinnacles. 

Cocos Island, on the southern tip of 
Guam, is a one mile strip of land inside a 
natural, reef protected lagoon. Glass bot- 
tom boats make frequent trips to the is- 
land which features white, sandy 
beaches and clear shallow waters. Snor- 
Keling, waterskiing and sailing are very 
popular inside the lagoon, and rental 
equipment is available for all activities. 

The popularity of snorkeling and scuba 
diving on Guam is astonishing. Conser- 
vative estimates place between 400-600 
divers enjoying the wrecks and reefs 








each weekend, with one popular dive 
area averaging over 75 divers each day! 
A direct influence on this diving fraternity 
is the relatively low cost of diving on 
Guam. Typical rates for two boat dives 
(the boat returns after each dive for 
meals, or a stroll on the beaches) is 
$10-15 per diver for the entire day. And, 
there is no cost (except for air or rentals) 
for any of the reef dives! 

A complete range of snorkel and dive 
equipment, services, and quality instruc- 
tion (from introductory dives through ad- 
vanced training) is available from the 
island's three dive shops: Marianas Div- 
ers, Coral Reef Marine Center and Inter- 
national Divers Association. For military 
personnel and their dependents, the 
base exchanges also have an unusually 
complete selection of equipment, and the 
recreational facilities at the bases offer 
scuba training. Boat trips can be ar- 
ranged through any of the shops. One 
dive shop, the Coral Reef Marine Center, 
has free guided reef dives each weekend 
fornewor visiting divers. Any ofthe shops 
will gladly furnish directions and some 
friendly advice on any of the dive areas. 

For all underwater enthusiasts, 
whether snorkelers or divers, the en- 
chantment of this inner world of guarded 
serenity and unimaginable beauty makes 
the waters of Guam irresistible. >»

GREEN ABALONE STUDY 


One thousand small bottles were set 
afloat in Southern California's Pacific 
Ocean in June. 

Mia Tegner, a marine biologist at 
Scripps, headed the five member team of 
researchers who placed the bottles — 6 
inch vials — in the water at eight loca- 
tions. They were dropped in kelp beds, in 
about 20 to 30 feet of water, in areas 
green abalone were expected to spawn. 
Green abalone larvae float similarly to the 
bottles — lightly on the ocean surface. 
Project Drop the Bottle is part of a long- 
range program to determine the scientific 
and economic feasibility of enhancing 
abalone populations in depleted areas.

silhouetted against the rippling surface. 

California sea lions are another expe- 
rience a diver may encounter here. A 
meeting with one of these curious and 
playful creatures is truly unique and 
unforgettable. 


LITTLE FLOWER 

Along the lee side of the island, just up 
from Pyramid Head, is another favorite 
dive spot called Little Flower. The boat 
anchors close to the shoreline beneath 
the towering cliffs. Sometimes, wild 
sheep, descendants of domestic ani- 
mals brought to the island years ago, can 
be seen making their way along the nar- 
row trails which crisscross the ledges. 
Over the years, these sheep have 
caused severe habitat destruction and 
their elimination is underway. 

Underwater, the seascape is different. 
Near shore the rocky bottom inclines at 
45 degrees resulting in a series of Slant- 
ing ledges. Further out, rock piles form 
interesting reefs. Underwater photog- 
raphy is exceptional here — nudi- 
branchs, horn sharks and moray eels 
abound. The kelp beds are sparse in this 
area, but the ones that can be found offer 
the best diving. Most diving is in the 40 to 
80 foot range. Deeper dives are not 
necessary. 


ise 
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CHINA POINT 

While at the southeastern end of the is- 
land a diver may wish to try China Point. 
At the western edge of Pyramid Cove, it is 
a good place for game. This weathered 
side gets only limited dive activity and 
game fish, abs and lobster are plentiful. 
A large kelp bed marks the spot for the 
best diving just off the point itself. This 
side of the island appears different from 
the lee side. There is a gradual incline 
from the shoreline rather than the abrupt 
cliffs on the east. One is struck by the 
idea that perhaps the entire island is a 
giant block of rock that has tilted toward 
the west and may slide into the sea. 

Underwater, the bottom is mostly 





rocky with a few high reefs here and 
there. The kelp forest is thick and one can 
glide through it like a water bird on the 
Wing. 


NORTHWESTERN HARBOR 

For wreck diving enthusiasts, North- 
west Harbor offers one of the best and 
most photogenic relics to be found in the 
Channel Islands area. About 600 yards 
offshore, next to the tender buoy in about 
100 feet of water, lies the stern section of 
the John C. Butler, a destroyer escort 
ship sunk in 1970 for target practice by 
the U.S. Navy. It was blown in half during 
the mock attacks and the bow section is 
thought to be in deeper water.

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Approaching. this wreck from above, 
the first thing one notices is the depth 
Charge racks on the stern deck. Visions 
of old war movies with destroyers firing 
depth charges to strike German U-boats 
crosses one’s mind. Once on the wreck 
itself, other things come into view. There 
are afew cabins to explore and aswim to 
the underside reveals a huge propeller, 
half covered with sand. 


NINE FATHOM REEF 

Located about one mile off the North- 
west end is Nine Fathom Reef. Rocky 
outcroppings and a thick kelp bed make 
for an excellent dive. Calico bass and 
sheephead glide among the kelp blades 
and purple hydrocoral (A/lopora califor- 
nica) protrudes from rocky crevices Car- 
peted with strawberry anemones. The 
macro-photographer can easily find 
ample subjects. The bottom varies from 
60 to 80 feet deep and is fairly level. 

San Clemente’s underwater scenery 
draws raves from photographers who 
rank her as one of the most photogenic of 
the Channel Islands. In recent years she 
has also become known as ‘‘the home of 
the shorts.” Her waters are a virtual lob- 
ster nursery. Once these bugs reach 
legal size no one knows where they go, 
but the babies are abundant. Beware: 
Only the babies are brave. They know 
they are undersized — and Fish and 
Game will know, too! >»

your importance will be more than dou- 
bled. If you can hold one, or even both of 
the strobes, the photographer can con- 
centrate more on composition. We find 
this especially true if the photographer is 
using a housed SLR camera and has 
his/her eye glued to the viewfinder. When 
changing close-up distances, the photog- 
rapher may aim the strobe(s) inaccu- 
rately. But you, watching the relative posi- 
tions of camera, subject and strobe(s), 
can often aim them correctly. When we 
take close-ups with either a Nikonos or 
housed camera, one of us invariably holds 
one of the strobes for the other. We usually 
get our best pictures when we work to- 
gether. 


CONCLUSIONS 

To change your status from U/W photo 
widow, or widower, to U/W photo buday, 
Start small. Try to learn one step ata time. 
You might begin by helping with only a few 
shots per roll, when the photographer has a 
specific subject or purpose in mind. You 
must also learn to recognize when your 
helo is needed, and when it is not. Other- 
wise, you run the risk of being the 
scapegoat if anything goes wrong. 

You will make some mistakes while learn- 
ing, and your success as a team depends 
largely on your tolerances for each other's 
learning processes. But once you can work 
as a team, your pictures will show marked 
improvement >»

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TITANIC 


Jack Grimm is a Texas oil millionaire 
who has gambled $2.5 million that he can 
locate the sunken Titanic. He and a team 
of photographers and scientists left this 
summer on the second leg of an expedi- 
tion to the North Atlantic designed to 
bring back the first photos of the wreck 
for a documentary film, and eventually, 
the ship’s treasure. 

The search began last summer using 
wide scan sonar developed specially for 
the expedition. This equipment, which 
scans a swath 15,000 feet wide, has 
since been donated to Columbia Univer- 
sity (in exchange for research help). 

Ifthe Titanic is found, the crew will head 
home. They plan to return next summer 
with a submersible strong enough to 
withstand a descent to 15,000 feet — the 
Titanic is believed to be 12,000 feet 
down. Grimm hopes to cut through the 
Titanic’s hull, providing entrance to the 
purser's office, where valuables were 
kept. =
